In the 
courſe of his Studies, he read ſeveral of the 
Fathers ; and among his Private Papers, I find 


ſome Parts of the Greek Fathers, particularly 


Syneſius, Tranſlated by him into Erghſh. He 
had a Delicacy of Thought and Expreſſion, 
that is very rarely to be met with; ſo that 
there was a particular Beauty and Flame, in 
any thing that he Compoſed, eſpecially upon 
Pious Subjects. He had a nice Taſte both in 
Men and Books, and was very converſant in 
our beſt Engliſh Divines: But he particularly 
admir'd Hooker , whom he us'd to commend, 
as an Author who writ with a Primitive Spi- 
rit, but Modern judgment and Correctneſs. 
Few underſtood, or praQtis'd better, the Arts 
of gentile Converſation; and none more in- 
duſtriouſly ayoided all Diſcourſe that look d 
affected and vain, or any way ſeem'd to aim at 
raiſing his own value.

Now this being laid as 
A Foundation, we may conceive, amoneſt other 
Particulars, . that ths Society of the Spirits of 
Juſt Men made perfect will contribute to our 
Happineſs, even when glorified, in the Three 
following Points. 

I. It will be one degree of Happineſs, to 
be free from the ſolicitude we are apt to re- 
tain for the Condition, Good, and Welfare 
of many of our Chriſtian Friends. There are 
diverſe perhaps now Dead, whom in Life we 
dearly loved, and touching the condition of 
whoſe Souls | we have many times Fear and 
Anxiety Theugh ſometimes again, as we have 
reaſon, we conceive great Hopes touching their 
Happineſs. When therefore we ſhall find 


them as happy as our ſelves, inſtated as Co- 
beirs with our Lord Chriſt Jeſus in his King- 


dom, 


Speaking, and even Underſtanding, the more

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dom all ſuch Solicitude muſt ceaſe. That pain- 


ful Anxiety, with which poſhbly we may go 
ont of the World, touching the Perſeverance 
and final Salvation of ſome we leave behind us, 
in the midſt of a Wicked and Adulterous Ge- 
neration, (amidſt the Temptations and Vio- 
lence of the World, obnoxious to the Malice 
of the Devil, and the Deceitfulneſs of Sin) 
the Fears, leaſt by any, or all theſe, they ſhould 
miſcarry ( all this Trouble and Concern, which 
our Love to them gives us for them,) will, I 
ſay, be removed; and as we reſt from our 
Labours, ſo we ſhall be at reſt from thoſe Cares 


too. This certainly is a degree of Felicity; 


for which many of us ( many a tender Hearted 
Parent, many Husbands and Wives, many 
Pions Souls in other Relations) would give 
a World if they had it at preſent to be ſure of.

II. In as much as Charity will be there moſt 
perfect, the Society of that Holy Multitude 
muſt vaſtly enlarge our otherwiſe private Joys. 
It is the Nature of Charity, ſays the Apoſtle, 
( rt Cor. 13. 4.) That it is kind, that it envieth 
not, that it Feekerh not its own, that it rejoiceth 
not in Evil, but certainly therefore rejoiceth 
in others Good. When therefore we ſhall ſee 
the whole Body of the Faithful all bleſſed a- 
bout us, in that Immenſe Circle of Light, their 
Bliſs will, as by Sympathy, encreaſe our own, 
and we ſhall ſhine: the Brighter by the Vici-

III. For as much as according to Humane

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there are in Heaven of the Spirits of Juſt: Men 
made perfect, the greater mult be the Glory of 


the moſt High God, it will prove on this 
Account, an Encreaſe of our Joys in Heaven, 
that by their Society the Glory of God is en- 
ereaſed. To raiſe the Glory of God to the 
greateſt Pitch, to ſet forth his Name, and 
bring Credit to our Holy Religion, ever has 
been, is, and will be the grand Deſign and 


Endeavour of all Holy Men on Earth. 0 
When therefore their Souls ſhall be received 
into their Father's Houſe, and ſhall their join 
with the vaſt Fraternity and Aſſembly of Saints 
and Angels, whoſe inceſſant Buſineſs it is to give 
Glory unto God, this Bleſſed Company muſt 
needs inhance their Joys.

Verily he was rather a Subject for Admiration 
and Wonder, than for Commendations. 1 
had almoſt ſaid he was above Praiſe. Such 
Charity to the Bodies, ſuch Care and Com- 
paſhon to the Souls of Men, ſuch Integrity and 
AN in his Dealing, and yet ſuch ſtrange 
Abilities for the Diſpatch of Buſineſs ;, ſuch 
a ſelf-denying Spirit and ſtrict Retiredneſs, 
yet, ſuch Conſtancy in doing Publick Good; 


- Juch Readineſs to oblige all, yet ſuch Sinceri- 


ty in his Friendſhip, it is not eaſie to find; 1 
ſincerely - profeſs, 1 know not where in the 
proces Age to meet with every way, the like 
Man. In a Word, a Perſon ſo accompliſh'd 
for the Publick Employments he ſuſtained, yet 
no leſs accurate in his Duties to God, to his 
Neighbour, and himſelf, I fear ſcarce an Ape 
may ſhew. This be ſpoken ix general as to the 
Bulk of his Excellencies and whole Conyer- 
ſation. ( 2 

As to ſome Particulars of his Life, ( for to 
all I cannot ſpeak, ) there are Two, which I 
ſhall take Notice of. The Firſt of them is in- 
deed ſuch, in which (according to the Judg- 
ments of ſome fierce Men,) he needs to be Vin-

dicated. He held (or rather he was in a ſort

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. — 9 even by L was then 
cut off between my dear Friend and me. The 
Letter, after a modeſt Excuſe, ' which indeed 
it needed not, relates, That he happened to 
be continued in his Employment at the 
© Cuſtom- Houſe becauſe (at that time) they 
© could not be without his Knowledge in the 
© Revenue ; but how he did employ his Time, 
© and the Intereſt he had amongſt that ſott then 
© in Power, is to none better known ( ſaith 
© the Writer) than to my ſelf : He was emi- 
* nently Charitable, and uſeful to the Poor Op- 
© preſt Proteſtants; both thoſe who had liv'd 
© in the City, and others, who fled for Refuge; 
© and made ſo great Uſe of the Opportunities 
© he had to relieve and aſſiſt them, that it was 
© more than one half of his Buſineſs to run a- 
© bout and act in their behalf. What Income 
© he had by his Employment, he ſcattered a- 
broad amongſt them, and ſought out Occaſi- 
ons for ſo doing; and very often ran Haz- 
©zards, in preſſing their Sufferings to the Re- 


© proach of a Malicious and Revengeful Peo- 


ple, who had rob'd and abus'd them. We 


were daily together in one Corner or other, 


(as we durſt without Obſervance ) and I am 
© ſure he valued nothing more than the good 
© he could do (in that ſad time) to all that 
wanted his Help. I might enlarge upon this 
subject, but it may be needleſs; he is gone 
© to his Reward in that Heavenly Kingdom.

I have all the Reaſon in the World to be- 

lieve this Relation; and I here ſolemnly de- 


clare 
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elare 1 do: It holds ſuch, Proportion with 
the Temper of his Life, known te me. And 
this both ſufficiently vindieates, and together 
highly commends our Deceaſed Friend in that

The other Particular relates to God's eſ- 
pecial Providence to him on his Death-Bed. 
It fo came to paſs. that from his firſt taking his 
Bed, his Head, of all Parts, was moſtly ſeized, 
and though he had frequent, and long Lucid 
Inter vals, yet he too often wanted what we call 
Sane Memory; but how often, none knew ſo 
well, as ſhe. who beſt knew him, and was of 
any, moſt ' conſtantly with him. Strangers, 
who are not acquainted; with the Circumſtances 


and private Converſation of People, when in 
their Healths, are apt to miſtake many Speech- 
es or Sayings of theirs in Sickneſs, and upon 


approaching Death, eſpecially if unuſual; 


and this befel the Deceaſed, divers Viſitants 


and People about him on his Death-Red, miſ- 


interpreting many things he ſpoke to his 


Wife, to have been delirious, which ſhe knew 


to be only the pious Breathings of his Soul. 


Notwithſtanding it muſt be confeſt, that ſome- 
times, during, þis Sickneſs, by the Interruption 
of his Reaſon, through his Diſeaſe, we bf, 


what perhaps would have been the maſt glorions 
Scene of his Life, For from a Soul of ſuch ſtand- 
ing in Chriſt, and 16 long practiſed in all 
. Chriſtian Virtves, (and more eſpecially in all 


the Parts of Godlineſs, and in the ſeveral kinds 
of Devout Exerciſes, from ſuch a Soul, I ſay ) 


many Inſtances of great Peace and Joy in the 


Holy 
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Holy Gboft; of the Aſſurances of God's 
Love, and Foretaſtes of Heaven; many ex- 
alted Ej jaculations, andalmoſt Serap nick Strains 
of Praiſe · ( haply even — — Extaſie) 
might have been expe Not to mention 
Counſels and DireQions to Friends, poſſibly 
ſome peculiar Commands alſo to certain of 
them: Exhortations and Admonitions to ſuch 
attending him that needed them, and paſſionate 
Atteſtations to the Truth of Religion unto 
all; together with exemplary Dying Recom- 
mendations of thoſe he left behind him to 
God: Theſe and many like Advantages, which 
none but Souls like his, knew how to value, 
we loſt by this the unhappy Affection of his 
nobleſt Part. But it was God's Hand, and 
more a Puniſhment to us than to him; for, bleſ- 
n ſed be our good God, he died in perfect Peace. 
3 Vet upon this, there is one Obſervation, 
8 which I cannot forbear making, 'that may be 
- for the Spiritual Benefit of us all. It pleaſed 
8 God ſo to govern his Tongue, and as far as 
v could be perceived, his very Thoughts, under 
. all thoſe diſcompoſed Paroxyſms or Emotions 
- of Mind, that nothing came from him any wiſe 
unbecoming a ' Chriſtian of the moſt: Heavenly 
Temper. All that was heard from him, was 
either Prayers or Invitations thereto, or Arith- 
metical Accounts: That is, he was even in his 
Deliriums, either empl oyd as a Devout Perſon 
in the Exerciſe of his Ruin ion, or as a diligent 
Officer in the Diſcharge of his Calling and ho- 
neſt Buſineſs. IA Providence ! and ſuch 
as ſhould teach us all Two things: | Lp 
oY I. ow 
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1. How happy it is to be in our Health, di- 
ligent in the Works of our Chriſtian and Com || y' 
mon Calling. It may in the very unhappieſt and g 
moſt dangerous Part of our Lives, have an In- 
fluence upon us, or move God ſo to Commis» 
ſerate us, that in a Dying and even dotingys 
Hour, we no wiſe diſhonour him; but our 
very Infirmities may prove good Examples 
2. It ſhould further teach us, be we of what 
Condition ſoever, not to put off any Prepara- 
tion for Death to the laſt. If ſuch a Perſon as 
this was, ſo upright and Innocent, ſo religious 
and devout, fo Temperate, nay even abſtemious, 
had but little more than Lucid Intervals on his 
Death-Bed; What may they expect, who have 
ſcarce ever ſeriouſly entertained the Thoughts 
of God, or their Duty? Who at Night ſeldom 
go to Bed ſober? or in the Day time live re- 
gularly many Hours in all their Life? And if 
theſe ſhould then want the uſe of Reaſon, how 
can they prepare for another World? Repen- 
tance is a long and ſerious Work, to Men of 
readieſt and largeſt Parts, of moſt compoſed 
Minds, hard to be performed as it ſhould be. 
We have been a long time committing Sins, 
and that in great Variety, and cannot poſſibly 
in a few Moments look oyer all that has been 
ſo long in doing. A general-Repentance will 
not ſerve for all Sins. Many require particu- 
lar Tears, Humiliation, AQs of Faith, Charity, 
Reconciliation with, or Satisfaction to, our 
= Neighbours. - Ah! conſider all, ye yain on 
i how can all this be done on a Death-Bed, — 
0 in a few Hours, yea, though it ſhould happen 
| Wob . you 
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you had Days, in a few Days ? The good God 
grant all may take Warning early. 

There are other things I ſhould have taken 
Notice of, as to the Memory of our dear Bro- 
ther deceaſed. But poſſibly ſome may think 
I am too much a Friend to be impartial. And 
I confeſs I am ovhierways unfit for Pane- 

ricks; Iam ſure I am unable for ſuch Per- 

ormance, on this Occaſion. I therefore con- 
clude, commending him as a Pattern of the moſt 
univerſal Virtue to all your Imitation; and be- 
ſeeching God, that being admoniſh'd by this In- 
ſtance of Mortality, we may all of us, if not 
in the Days of our Youth, (for thoſe are paſt with 
many of us ) yet in the time of our Health and 
Vigour, in the time of our ſoundeſt Reaſon and 
beſt Judgment, Remember our Creator, acquaint 
our ſelves with God, and make our Peace with him; 
live always prepared for our Lord's Coming, 
whenſoever and howſoever he ſhall call us 
hence; that ſo at laſt, when we are taken a- 
way, and our Bodies return to the Duft as they 
were, our Souls may be gathered to the Spirits 


of Tuſt Men made perfect, as I doubt not this 
our Brother's is. Amen, Amen, Good Lord, 
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
